Use Correct 
Address 


Postmaster Rosa A. Nash to- 
day urged the citizens of Belle 
Glade to be sure to use the 
correct address on their letters 
and packages going to service- 
men overseas to avoid serious 
delays in delivery. 

Postmaster Nash reported 
that millions of letters and 
packages going overseas have 
been delayed because they were 
insufficiently addressed. She 
said that one of the biggest 
problems has been the failure 
of persons to include the very 
important 5 digit APO or FPO 
number in the military address. 
Mail not containing this num- 
ber is incorrectly addressed. 

She said that last year more 
than 9 million pieces of mail 
were delayed in delivery. Of 
this number, 314 million pieces 
failed 10 include the complete 
5 digit APO or FPO number 
in the address. This improperly 
addressed mail had to be sent 
to a military locator directory 
where time-consuming searches 
were made to determine the

Just three hundred and for- 
ty-six years ago, in 1621, our 
first real American Thanksgiv- 
ing Day was observed. ` 

Governor Bradford, the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, issued 
a proclamation setting aside a 
certain day “For thanksgiving 
unto God for the plenteous 
harvest" After attending 
church and LISTENING to a 
sermon (which was much long- 
er than sermons are today) the 
colonists and friendly Indians 
came together for the Thanks- 
giving dinner. The first part of 
the year, before the harvest, 
they almost starved to death, 
so scarce had become their 
food. But with all their feast- 
ings and merry-makings they 
did not forget to thank God 
for the abundant crops and for 
helping them out of their de- 
spair. 

After this one day each year 
was set aside as Thanksgiving 
Day in New England, at which 
time the governor read a pro- 
clamation. There always was 
a church service and the var- 
ious family reunions. Then in 

1789 President Washington is- 
sued a proclamation setting a- 
side Thanksgiving Day for the 
whole country in acknowledge- 
ment of God's many blessings 


and favors, especially for help- 
ing them to establish а govern- 
ment of their own. Following 
Washington, several Presidents 
at different times issued pro- 
clamations, but there was no 
annual Thanksgiving Day. 
One person, more than any- 
onc else, responsible for Than 
giving Day becoming a ration- 
al holiday was a lady by name, 
Mrs. Sarah Hale. She came 
from Boston to Philadelphia 
to edit a woman's magazine. 
She always lived in 
New England and had observ- 
ed Thanksgiving Day. and did 
not want the custom to die out, 
so she sent letters to all the 
governors of the States and 
Territories asking them to set 
apart the last Thursday in No- 
vember for a national Thanks- 
giving Day. At first they paid 
little or no attention to her, 
but year after year she would 
write until finally she had а 
few respond to her request 
During the Civil War the cus- 
tom lagged, but she was persi 
ent and would not allow it to 
be forgotten, so kept up her 
writing. After the battle of 
Gettysburg she went to Presi- 
dent Lincoln suggesting he ap- 
point a national holiday of 
“Thanksgiving, which he did

On paper, the plan for the 
Corps of Engineers sounds quite 
simple.

The Engineers 
state that the plan will provide an 
annual average increase of 865,000 
acre-feet of usable water and recom 
mends the plan as being economical- 
ly feasible. 

The real impetus to this study, 
ordered by our Congress, was the 
claim of the Nationa! Park Service 
that the work of the F.C.D. was 
destroying the ecology of our Ever- 
glades ational Park. However, 
someone is bound to raise the ques- 
tion of whether we are now trad- 
ing the ecology of the Park for the 
ecology of Lake Okeechobee and 
area. Eight feet is a lot of water! 

Florida is blessed with an a- 
bundance of water, but it will not 
last forever. The problem is one of 
either too much at one time or far 
too little at another time. The visi 
tor who buys a lot for the home of 
his dreams during the winter sea- 
son can return in the summer and 
find it under several feet of water 
if he does not know what he is buy- 
ing. 


Okeechobee Reservoir 

On the face of it, the plan most 
certainly will conserve our Е 
resources even though it seems 
be somewhat impractical to pump 
Lake Okeechobee water to Miami 
and then pump it back again. One 
thing is sure, a 21-ft. water level in 
the 750-square mile lake will make 
it just about the biggest arti 
reservoir in the United Stat 
Lake will now be surrounded with 
towering levees and it all started 
with the Herbert Hoover Dike on 
the south shore, to preserve life 
and property from hurricanes 
Lake Okeechobee, as a natura! lake, 
has ceased to exist and now be- 
comes the Okeechobee Reservoir. 
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Educational Competition 


Bearing in mind ihe threa- 
tened mass strike of Florida 
school teachers if the Gover- 
nor doesn't seek greatly en- 
Jarged funds for pay raises, the 
taxpayers should appreciate the 

that lies in the public 
school monopoly of education. 

Americans, who have be- 
come aware of the menace pos- 
ed by union monopolies in 
many areas of national life, 
generally do not realize that 
publicly-run schools form a 
monopoly in the education 
field in many parts of the 
country. Barron's Financial 
Weekly recently performed a 
public service by pointing out 
this monopolistic condition and 
citing the evils that result from 
it 

One of the reasons that a 
number of U .S. communities 
are having trouble with teach- 
er strikes and boycotts is that 
the public school monopoly has 
been taken for granted. It is 
widely assumed that the pre- 
sent way of spending public 
funds for elementary and high 
school education is the only 
way to spend them. This is not 
the case, however. Practical al- 
ternatives exist and simply a- 
wait exploration by progressive 
communities. 

Im considering the public 
school monoply. the meaning 
of the term should be under 
stood in the specific situation 
It means that in most Ameri- 
ican communities parents of 
moderate income don't have an 
option in choosing a school for 
their children. Either the chil- 
dren go to public school or 
they don’t get an education. 
Church schools are few, ex- 
cept in a limited number of 
areas, and private schools often 
are prohibitively expensive ex- 
cept for parents with very good 
incomes 

It is no wonder, then, that 
the administrators and teachers 
in public schools — no matter 
how good and sincere they may 
be — feel that they enjoy a 
monopoly 

If there were only one com- 
pany in the United States man- 
ufacturing automobiles, ће 
administrators of that company 
understandably would have a 
high and mighty attitude to- 
ward the people who wanted 
to obtain automobiles. They 
would have a take-it-or-leave- 
it attitude. Basically, that is the 
trouble with the educational 
bureaucracy in this cOuntry. 
They believe that the public 
doesn't have any redress, and 
as a matter of hard fact, it 
doesn't in most instances. If a 
parent isn't satisfied with pub- 
lic schooling, he can't get any- 
thing better without heavy fin- 
ancial sacrifice 

Yet this shouldn't be the 
case. The taxpayers should 
have options in schooling ar- 
rangements, Consider how 
much better American automo- 
biles are because there is com- 
petition among manufacturers. 
Consider. too, how much bet- 
ter the: public schools would 
be if other types of schools 
had more support from school 
patrons. 

Barron's Financial Week- 
ly.” in discussing the need for 
competition in the elementary 
and high school education field. 
cited the, possibility of public 
assistance to parents so that 
they could make their own, 
choice of the schools they 
wanted their children to at- 
tend. In effect, the parents 
would receive a stated amount 
im public funds. and then 
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Buying everything on the 
cuff is the surest way to lose 
your shirt.”

This principle is a familiar 
and accepted one on the level 
of higher education. The G. I 
Bill of Rights worked this way 
after World War ЇЇ, and is 
working that way today for vet- 
erans of the Vietnam war. The 
veteran student has been fin- 
ancially assisted, but he has 
freedom of choice in the col- 
lege he attends. 

Several years ago, a few 
Southern states tried to enact 
similar legislation under the 
tuition grant program. Again, 
the idea was to give parents 
freedom of choice. The plan 


had little success at the time 
because of fierce national and 
pressure group opposition. The 
pressure for forced integration 
was very strong, and the states 
didn't have an adequate opport- 


unity to make the case for tui- 
tion grants in a climate of 
calm and fairness 

Now, however, the time may 
be approaching for a fresh at- 
tempt to establish tuition scho- 
larships as a basic principle of 
American education. As the 
education monopoly gets more 
and more out of hand, with 
teacher strikes and boycotts 
growing in number and fre- 
quency, the public may be 
ready to break up this mono- 
poly and let parents make their 
own decisions as to where they 
want to send their children, us- 
ing funds the taxpayers have 
supplied. 

A tuition scholarshio plan. 
in truth, would helo, not hurt, 
the public schools for it would 
supply the vital ingredient of 
competition that is now absent 
from the educational scene.

happened in 1967, in Austra- 
lia. 


Here's another picture of 
farming there. Drouth, severe 
enough to kill whole herds, is 
finally relieved by rain which 
comes in such quantities that 
the surviving stock is drowned. 
Irrigated rice ready for har- 
vest, is completely eaten by 
wild ducks and geese rising 
from the flooded ground. In 
another area it has not rained 
in eight years and the temper- 
ature has not been under 90 
degrees in six months. 

This, too, is Australia in 
1967. A land of great extremes 
in climate with a people who 
have obtained one of the 
world’s highest living standards 
while devoting their major ef- 
fort to drinking beer and go- 
ing on holidays.

“These men are responsible 
for a dynamic change affect- 
ing the whole nation. Briefly 
put. Australia’s «cotton yields 


have increased six fold and her 


acreage doubled in the past five 
years. The technologies intro- 


duced by Americans and a- 
dapted by Australian 


cotton 
producers have added some 14 
million dollars to the economy 
and put Australia on the verge 
of being self-sufficient in cot- 
ton. 

Many of the Americans who 
thought they would go to Aus- 
tralia for five years and then 
come back to the States now 
feel Australia is their home. 
They are active, accepted mem- 
bers of the Australian com- 
munity and they like the life 
Much of the money Americans 
have made on Australian soil 
has been reinvested in their lo- 
cal communities.
